Sir: 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department 
of  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1966.  The 
activities  of  the  Department  are  reported  for  each  separate  Branch  in  the 
pages  that  follow.  Revenue  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31st,  1966,  showing  the  comparative  figures  for  the  preceding  two 
years  is  also  given. 

Revenue  of  the  Department  in  the  fiscal  year  1965-66  increased 
by  8.2  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  There  was  an  increase  of  $3, 1 43,620.55 
or  7.86  per  cent  in  the  Fuel  Oil  Tax  revenue.  Pari  mutuel  tax  revenue  and 
insurance  corporation  tax  revenue  also  increased.  There  was  a  decrease  of 
approximately  2.39  per  cent  in  revenue  from  insurance  company  licence 
fees  and  an  increase  of  11.65  per  cent  in  revenue  from  the  Jubilee  Audi¬ 
toriums. 

The  Agent-General  at  Alberta  House  in  London,  England,  has  per¬ 
formed  a  valuable  service  for  the  Province  during  the  past  year  in  publicising 
the  Province  for  the  benefit  of  prospective  immigrants  and  industry.  The 
Province  is  represented  at  many  official  and  semi-official  functions  by  the 
Agent-General. 

The  Board  of  Censors,  under  The  Amusements  Act,  reviewed  996 
35mm  and  70mm  films  in  1966,  an  increase  of  170  from  the  previous  year. 
The  number  of  16mm  films  reviewed  increased  from  1,232  in  1965  to 
1,396  in  1966,  an  increase  of  about  13  per  cent.  The  number  of  elimina¬ 
tions  in  standard  films  decreased  from  138  from  51  films  in  1965  to  59 

from  25  films  in  1966,  while  the  eliminations  from  16mm  films  decreased 

from  51  from  22  films  in  1965  to  43  from  26  films  in  1966.  As  in  1965 

only  one  film  was  rejected. 

In  1966,  2,696  new  Alberta  companies  were  incorporated,  56  more 
than  in  1965,  and  269  extra-provincial  companies  were  registered,  a  de- 
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crease  of  19  from  the  previous  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
26,310  active  Alberta  companies  and  3,647  extra-provincial  companies  on 
the  register. 

Fire  losses  in  the  Province  were  appreciably  more  in  1966  than  in 
1965.  Property  losses  increased  from  $9,997,323  ($6.83  per  capita)  to 
$11,925,716  ($8.15  per  capita)  while  loss  of  life  increased  from  36  to  38 
and  injuries  from  86  to  114.  The  Fire  Commissioner's  Office  has  continued 
its  campaign  against  needless  loss  with  its  program  of  inspections,  fire  pre¬ 
vention  education  and  fire  fighting  instruction. 

During  1965  Albertans  paid  $166,052,825  in  insurance  premiums 
or  a  per  capita  premium  of  $1  13.97,  an  increase  of  $9.64  over  the  previous 
year,  when  $150,450,380  in  premiums  had  been  paid. 

The  number  of  patrons  at  the  Jubilee  Auditoriums  in  1966  reached 
1,044,183  at  2,693  events  as  compared  with  an  attendance  of  1,074,467  at 
approximately  2,525  events  in  the  previous  year.  As  in  previous  years  the 
buildings  were  put  to  a  wide  variety  of  uses,  ranging  from  religious  services 
and  large  dramatic  and  musical  presentations  to  small  meetings,  banquets 
and  luncheons. 

The  Recreation  and  Cultural  Development  Branch  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  continued  to  support  a  wide  variety  of  cultural  and  recreational  activi¬ 
ties  in  the  Province.  Leadership  courses,  workshops  and  seminars  were  held 
at  various  locations  in  the  Province  giving  assistance  to  leaders  in  recrea¬ 
tional  administration,  crafts,  athletics,  drama,  libraries  and  music.  Over 
$236,000  in  grants  and  scholarships  to  organizations  and  individuals  were 
provided  in  1966.  On  September  1st,  1966,  the  Recreation  Administration 
and  Athletics  and  Outdoor  Education  Divisions  were  transferred  from  the 
Recreation  and  Cultural  Development  Branch  to  the  Department  of  Youth 
and  this  Branch  will  devote  itself  in  future  entirely  to  cultural  matters. 

During  1966  the  Centennial  Branch  was  busy  co-ordinating  the  final 
preparations  for  the  celebration  in  Alberta  of  the  first  hundred  years  of 
Canadian  Confederation.  It  was  found  necessary  to  extend  the  final  date 
for  applications  under  the  Federal-Provincial  Centennial  Grants  Program 
beyond  December  31,  1965.  A  total  of  405  applications  was  received  and 
it  is  now  estimated  that  the  total  expenditure  from  all  sources  on  Centennial 
projects  in  Alberta  under  this  program  will  amount  to  $12,000,000  of  which 
the  Provincial  Government  will  contribute  $1,368,402.  Good  progress  was 
made  on  the  construction  of  the  provincial  project  under  the  Confederation 
Memorial  Grants  Program  and  it  is  now  anticipated  that  the  Museum  and 
Archives  Building  in  Edmonton  will  be  completed  in  the  Spring  of  1967 
and  the  exhibits  in  place  in  time  for  an  official  opening  in  the  Fall  of  1967. 
Nine  paddlers  represented  the  Province  in  the  Trials  carried  out  in  British 
Columbia  and  in  the  State  of  New  York  by  the  National  Centennial  Com¬ 
mission  in  preparation  for  the  Voyageur  Canoe  Pageant.  Arrangements 
were  made  for  the  Pageant  to  start  from  Rocky  Mountain  blouse  on  May 
24,  1967,  and  for  the  participation  of  the  Provincial  Government  and  Local 
Authorities  in  the  celebrations  planned  in  conjunction  with  the  Pageant  at 
the  various  stops  along  the  route.  An  agreement  was  signed  with  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Authors'  Association,  Edmonton  Branch,  for  the  preparation  of  an  an¬ 
thology  to  be  published  in  1967.  Competitions  were  announced  for  musical 
composition,  playwriting  and  musical  performance.  The  Department's  Cen- 
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tennial  project,  the  305  Bell  Carillon,  was  dedicated  on  December  1,  1966. 
A  Centennial  flame  was  installed  in  the  grounds  of  the  Legislative  Building 
and  was  lit  by  the  Honourable  the  Premier  on  December  31,  1966,  in  a 
ceremony  which  was  part  of  a  national  program  to  mark  the  start  of  the 
Centennial  Year. 

Separate  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  and  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner  are  published  each  year.

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ALBERTA  HOUSE 


Alberta  House  has  enjoyed  another  good  year,  and  as  Canada  enters 
its  second  century  we  are  confident  that  we  shall  again  meet  all  legitimate 
demands  made  upon  us  and  continue  to  make  a  worthy  contribution  toward 
the  future  of  the  Province. 


INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT: 

Owing  to  the  very  great  shortage  of  dollars  in  "The  Pool,"  British 
firms  desirous  of  investing  or  developing  interests  in  Canada  are  experiencing 
the  very  greatest  difficulties  in  obtaining  the  necessary  authority  from  Ex¬ 
change  Control  to  remit  funds  to  Canada  for  investment  or  development  pur¬ 
poses.  Latterly,  with  the  introduction  of  legislation  ruling  that  it  is  possible 
to  invest  only  in  Canada  through  the  "Premium  Dollar  Market"  the  position 
has  become  even  more  difficult  than  heretofore. 

This  literally  means  that  if  British  companies  are  granted  permission 
by  Exchange  Control  Authorities  to  make  investments  in  Canada,  funds  have 
to  be  purchased  in  the  Premium  Dollar  Market  which  continues  to  fluctuate 
very  considerably  in  accordance  with  supply  and  demand. 

Further,  it  is  becoming  more  difficult  to  obtain  permission  from 
British  Exchange  Control,  which  normally  grants  permission  only  if  the  funds 
invested  in  Canada  indicate  a  dollar  return  in  the  United  Kingdom  within  a 
period  of  twelve  months  or  less. 


IMMIGRATION: 

Throughout  1966  emigration  to  Canada  showed  a  sharp  increase 
over  recent  years.  As  a  result,  the  number  of  emigration  enquiries  received 
at  Alberta  House  more  than  doubled  those  of  1965. 

During  the  past  year  Alberta  House  assisted  a  number  of  Alberta 
companies  and  public  institutions  in  the  recruitment  of  personnel  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  Advertising  was  placed,  itineraries  and  interviews  were  ar¬ 
ranged  in  London  and  in  the  provinces  for  Sherritt-Gordon  Mining  and  Re¬ 
fining  Company,  Fort  Saskatchewan;  Angus  Butler  Engineering  Company, 
Edmonton,  and  the  Alberta  Government  Telephones.  Interviews  were  also 
arranged  and  interviewing  facilities  provided  for  the  Calgary  Public  Library; 


the  Parkland  Library,  Lacombe;  the  Alberta  Oil  and  Gas  Conservation  Board 
and  the  University  of  Alberta  Library,  Edmonton. 

Alberta  House  has  also  assisted  Alberta  companies  in  recruiting  per¬ 
sonnel  through  direct  correspondence  between  interested  applicants  and  the 
companies  concerned. 

As  in  past  years,  Alberta  House  has  been  pleased  to  render  every 
assistance  to  School  Divisions  with  the  processing,  documentation  and  travel 
arrangements  of  successful  candidates  for  teaching  appointments  within  the 
Division. 

Alberta  House  is  experiencing  increasing  difficulty  in  coping  with 
the  number  of  interviews  with  professional  and  technically  skilled  emigrants. 

PUBLICITY,  PUBLIC  RELATIONS,  FILMS  AND  PHOTOGRAPHS: 

As  in  past  years,  Alberta  House  has  continued  to  supply  Alberta  pub¬ 
lications  and  statistical  information  to  Her  Majesty's  Government,  The  Can¬ 
adian  Government  Immigration  Service,  The  Canadian  Government  Travel 
Bureau,  British  and  Canadian  Banks,  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Public  Libraries, 
Transportation  Companies  and  Travel  Agents.  The  United  Kingdom  educa¬ 
tional  authorities  having  again  stressed  the  importance  of  teaching  students 
more  about  the  Commonwealth  countries,  numerous  requests  have  again  been 
received  for  information  on  Alberta  from  British  teachers  and  students.  Al¬ 
berta  publicity  material  has  again  been  distributed  at  trade  exhibitions, 
display  centres  and  at  selective  film  showings. 

The  Canadian  Travel  Bureau  and  the  Canadian  Transportation  Com¬ 
panies  in  the  United  Kingdom  have  again  reported  increasing  numbers  of 
enquiries  for  information  on  Alberta.  There  is  further  evidence  that  many 
more  British  tourists  will  visit  Alberta  during  the  Centennial  year. 

Close  contact  has  again  been  maintained  with  the  Canadian  Travel 
Bureau,  and  the  British  Canadian  Press  in  London.  Genera!  statistical  informa¬ 
tion  on  Alberta  education,  expansion,  housing  and  comparative  costs  of  living 
has  been  supplied  to  the  national  and  provincial  press,  to  the  broadcasting 
and  television  services,  to  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  to  trade  publications. 

An  increasing  number  of  Alberta  Government  films  and  slides  has 
been  shown  at  immigration  meetings,  universities,  schools,  industrial  plants, 
societies  and  youth  clubs.  There  has  been  continued  demand  from  the  press, 
publishers,  the  film  industry  and  other  sources  for  official  government  photo¬ 
graphs  for  illustration  and  display  purposes. 

ALBERTA  VISITORS: 

This  year  there  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of 
Alberta  citizens  visiting  Alberta  House. 

Requests  from  Alberta  visitors  for  information  or  assistance  in  con¬ 
nection  with  passports,  visa  problems,  currency  exchange  regulations,  trans¬ 
portation,  temporary  employment,  British  and  Continental  tours,  have  again 
been  dealt  with  in  the  normal  manner,  as  have  been  requests  for  help  in

obtaining  employment  or  accommodation  in  the  metropolis  or  in  other  parts 
of  Britain. 

During  the  past  year  many  more  applications  were  received  for  invita¬ 
tions  to  the  Royal  Garden  Parties  and  the  Trooping  the  Colour  Ceremony 
Alberta  was  again  fortunate  in  that  all  applications  recommended  were  given 
favourable  consideration. 


CIVIL  ENQUIRIES: 

Civil  enquiries,  including  requests  for  Birth,  Death  and  Marriage 
Certificates,  have  shown  a  slight  increase  over  previous  years.  Assistance  has 
been  rendered  in  the  settlement  of  estates  of  deceased  persons  in  Alberta 
and  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Information  has  been  obtained  in  connection 
with  property  located  in  the  Province  and  owned  by  United  Kingdom  residents. 
Enquiries  have  been  instituted  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  missing  persons,  and 
for  information  regarding  the  welfare  of  children  of  separated  or  divorced 
parents.  Enquiries  received  on  points  of  law  in  Alberta  from  law  firms  and 
from  the  legal  departments  of  commercial  and  industrial  firms  have  been 
satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

REPRESENTATION: 

During  the  year  the  Agent  General  has  again  been  privileged  to  rep¬ 
resent  the  Government  of  Alberta  at  official  functions  and  receptions  given 
by  Her  Majesty's  Government,  or  His  Excellency  the  High  Commissioner 
for  Canada,  by  other  Commonwealth  Governments,  by  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  London,  and  by  financial,  commercial  and  industrial  institutions  in 
the  United  Kingdom. 

APPRECIATION: 

Alberta  House  continues  to  enjoy  cordial  relations  with  Government 
Departments,  notably  the  Commonwealth  Relations  Office,  the  Office  of  the 
High  Commissioner,  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the  transportation  companies  in 
Great  Britain. 

In  conclusion,  sincere  appreciation  is  again  expressed  and  recorded 
for  the  continuing  assistance  and  co-operation  extended  to  Alberta  House  by 
members  of  the  Department  of  the  Provincial  Secretary,  the  Department  of 
Industry  and  Development  and  by  other  Government  Departments  in  Alberta. 
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AMUSEMENTS  BRANCH 


The  Amusements  Branch  is  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  places  of 
amusement  to  ensure  that  regulations  respecting  public  safety  are  carried 
out,  the  licensing  of  such  places,  the  collection  of  pari  mutuel  tax  at  race 
meetings  and  the  censorship  of  motion  pictures. 

The  Board  of  Censors  must  approve  and  classify  every  motion  picture 
of  16mm.  or  greater  width  before  it  is  exhibited  to  the  public  in  the 
province,  with  the  exception  of  non  fiction  films  owned  by  schools,  uni¬ 
versities  or  departments  of  government  supported  by  public  funds  and  those 
shown  on  television. 


CENSORSHIP 


During  the  calendar  year  1966  the  Board  received  996  first  print 
standard  (35mm  and  70  mm)  subjects  and  1,396  first  print  narrow  gauge 
(16mm)  subjects.  This  includes  features,  featurettes,  shorts,  trailers,  advertis¬ 
ing  and  news.

With  the  peai  of  bells,  the  roar  of  salutes,  and  the  glow  of  fires,  the 
people  of  Alberta  joined  the  rest  of  Canada  in  welcoming  Canada's  Centennial 
Year  of  1967.  For  the  Centennial  Branch  of  the  Department  of  the  Provincial 
Secretary,  and  for  the  Alberta  Centennial  Committee,  December  31,  1966 
was  the  climax  of  a  "count-down"  which  began  on  January  1st,  1966.  This 
was  the  last  full  year  of  Canada's  first  century,  and  the  Centennial  Branch 
attempted  to  utilize  it  to  assist  communities,  organizations  and  individuals 
of  Alberta  to  prepare  for  the  beginning  of  the  second  century  of  our  country. 
This,  then,  is  a  report  on  our  activities  in  preparation  for  the  One  Hundredth 
Anniversary  of  Canadian  Confederation. 

The  Alberta  Centennial  Committee,  authorized  in  1962  by  The  Cen¬ 
tennial  of  Canadian  Confederation  Act  (Alberta),  continued  to  co-ordinate 
and  direct  preparations  for  Centennial  by  private  groups,  local  government 
authorities,  and  by  government  departments.  The  Committee  was  increased 
in  size  with  the  addition  of  Mr.  H.  E.  Martin,  Director  of  Publicity  and  Adver¬ 
tising,  Mr.  R.  D.  McLean,  Director  of  Public  Relations,  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Kaasa, 
Director  of  the  Cultural  Development  Branch. 

Although,  December  31,  1965,  was  originally  set  as  the  final  date 
for  applications  for  the  Federal-Provincial  Municipal  Centennial  Grants,  in 
some  instances  it  was  found  necessary  to  extend  this  deadline,  and  this  has 
resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applications,  for  a  total  of  405.  To 
date,  400  of  these  have  received  both  federal  and  provincial  approval.  Under 
the  Grants  program,  the  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments  will  each  con¬ 
tribute  $1.00  per  capita,  providing  the  local  authority  appropriates  at  least 
the  same  per  capita  amount.  In  most  cases  the  amount  to  be  expended  by 
the  local  authority  greatly  exceeds  the  $1.00  per  capita  minimum,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  the  completed  Centennial  Grants  program  in  Alberta  will  in¬ 
volve  an  expenditure  from  all  sources  of  approximately  $12,000,000,  of  which 
the  Provincial  Government's  share  will  be  $1,368,402.  A  total  of  $632,284 
has  been  paid  to  communities  to  the  end  of  1966. 

Under  the  above  program,  many  recreation  facilities,  libraries, 
museums,  sports  grounds  and  parks  have  been  constructed;  but  there  have 
been  a  number  of  unique  projects  as  well,  including  the  Japanese  Friendship 
Garden  at  Lethbridge,  the  Planetarium  in  Calgary,  the  Bowness  Senior  Cit¬ 
izens'  Lodge,  Edmonton's  Centennial  Library,  a  Carillon  at  Wetaskiwin,  a 
bowling  green  and  clubhouse  at  Devon,  as  well  as  tot-lots,  swimming  pools, 
monuments  and  community  histories.  A  number  of  these  projects  have 
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already  been  completed,  and  members  of  the  Centennial  Branch  have  at¬ 
tended  several  official  openings  and  sod  turning  ceremonies,  in  many  cases 
performing  the  actual  ribbon-cutting,  or  sod  turning. 

A  second  program  involving  both  the  Federal  and  Provincial  Govern¬ 
ments  is  the  Confederation  Memorial  Grants  Program,  under  which  Alberta's 
project  is  the  establishment  of  the  Provincial  Museum  and  Archives.  The 
Federal  Government  will  contribute  $2,500,000  towards  the  total  cost  of 
$8,000,000.  The  official  opening  of  the  Museum  and  Archives  will  take  place 
late  in  1967. 

During  1966,  the  Centennial  Officers  of  the  Branch  conducted  some 
90  Centennial  Workshops,  principally  in  those  communities  which  will  be 
visited  by  the  Confederation  Train  or  Caravan,  for  the  purpose  of  outlining 
plans  and  projects  for  Centennial  year,  and  offering  guidance  to  the  local 
Committees  in  their  Centennial  celebrations.  A  total  of  4,856  persons  at¬ 
tended  these  workshops.  In  addition  in  most  of  the  communities  visited, 
special  workshops  were  held  in  the  schools,  which  were  attended  by  more 
than  60,000  students.  Perhaps  the  best  indication  of  the  effectiveness  of  the 
Workshops  is  the  increase  in  interest  and  enthusiasm,  and  the  amount  of 
planning  which  is  now  underway  in  these  communities. 

In  June  1966,  members  of  the  Centennial  Branch  conducted  a  semi¬ 
nar,  which  was  attended  by  representatives  of  many  communities  and  organiz¬ 
ations.  From  this  seminar  a  Speakers'  Bureau  was  formed,  consisting  of  33 
members,  and  most  of  these  members  have  carried  out  speaking  engage¬ 
ments  on  behalf  of  Centennial  in  many  different  areas  of  the  province. 

During  the  year  Mrs.  Jean  Knott  of  the  Publicity  Bureau  of  the 
Department  of  Industry  and  Development  was  assigned  to  the  duties  of  Cen¬ 
tennial  Publicity  Officer,  and  moved  to  the  Centennial  office.  Mrs.  Maimie 
Boyle  was  appointed  Centennial  Officer  for  the  Performing  Arts  program, 
with  the  responsibility  for  co-ordination  of  all  performing  arts  programs  in 
Alberta.  Centennial  Officer  E,  H.  Abell  has  undertaken  responsibility  for  the 
Confederation  Train  and  Caravan  program,  Ceremonials  program,  and  Military 
events,  while  Centennial  Officer  G.  D.  Salloum  is  responsible  for  the  Voyageur 
Canoe  Pageant,  Inter-Faith  activities,  Folk  Arts,  and  the  Speakers'  Bureau. 

Mr.  V.  G.  Chapman,  formerly  of  the  Centennial  Branch,  acted  as 
Commodore  for  the  Alberta  Team  in  the  1966  trials  for  the  Voyageur  Canoe 
Pageant,  and  accompanied  the  team  on  the  western  trial,  from  Fort  St.  James 
to  Victoria,  B.C.,  and  in  the  east  from  Montreal  to  New  York  City.  The 
Alberta  team,  paddling  the  "David  Thompson"  canoe,  finished  third  in  each 
trial.  Mr.  Chapman  subsequently  became  a  member  of  the  National  Centen¬ 
nial  Commission  as  assistant  to  the  Chief  of  the  Voyageur  Division. 

The  1967  Centennial  Voyageur  Canoe  Pageant  will  commence  at 
Rocky  Mountain  House  on  May  24,  1967,  and  special  celebrations  are  planned 
there  and  at  every  stop  along  the  route.  During  the  year  meetings  were  held 
at  Rocky  Mountain  House,  Dravton  Valley,  Devon,  Edmonton,  Fort  Saskatche¬ 
wan,  Smoky  Lake,  Two  Hills,  Elk  Point,  and  Lloydminster  for  the  purpose  of 
co-ordinating  camping  arrangements,  ascertaining  the  availability  of  landing 
places,  and  planning  welcoming  ceremonies.  Centennial  Commission  person¬ 
nel  from  Ottawa  attended  a  number  of  these  meetings  as  well.  The  Centennial 
Branch  gratefully  acknowledges  the  valuable  assistance  and  co-operation  of 
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Dr.  Geoffrey  Elliott  and  staff  of  the  University  of  Alberta  for  assistance  in 
the  paddlers'  training  program,  and  for  the  use  of  the  University  swimming 
pool  and  physical  training  facilities. 

Meetings  were  held,  also,  in  Edmonton  as  well  as  in  the  individual 
communities,  for  the  purpose  of  making  arrangements  fo  rthe  visits  of  the 
Confederation  Train  and  the  Confederation  Caravan  to  Alberta  cities  and 
towns  during  1967.  A  survey  was  made  of  all  Caravan  sites,  and  arrange¬ 
ments  for  a  government  reception  for  the  Train  at  Jasper  and  for  the  Caravan 
at  Milk  River  were  initiated. 

FESTIVAL  CANADA,  the  performing  arts  program  for  Centennial 
year,  was  organized  by  the  Centennial  Commission  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  Alberta  Centennial  Committee  to  present  nine  major  productions  in  Al¬ 
berta  during  1967.  The  Government  of  Alberta  announced  that  it  will  sponsor 
the  Stratford  Festival  Company  performances  in  Calgary,  and  the  National 
Theatre  of  Britain  in  Edmonton.  Other  Festival  Canada  presentations  will  in¬ 
clude  the  New  York  Philharmonic  Orchestra  with  Leonard  Bernstein  conduct¬ 
ing,  the  National  Youth  Orchestra,  Vancouver's  Holiday  Theatre,  the  Na¬ 
tional  Ballet  of  Canada,  Anne  of  Green  Gables  from  the  Charlottetown  Festi¬ 
val,  and  the  Roland  Petit  Ballet  of  Paris,  France. 

In  addition,  the  Alberta  Performing  Arts  on  Tour  program,  sponsored 
by  the  Provincial  Government  and  local  organizations,  began  late  in  Decem¬ 
ber  with  a  tour  of  Jasper,  Hinton  and  Edson  by  the  Alberta  Ballet  Company 
of  Edmonton.  This  tour  will  be  followed  by  presentations  by  other  Alberta 
groups  throughout  1967. 

SECOND  CENTURY  WEEK  is  the  major  Centennial  program  for  the 
students  of  Canada's  universities,  colleges  and  technical  institutes.  To  be 
hosted  jointly  by  the  campuses  of  the  University  of  Alberta  and  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Calgary,  this  $250,000  national  project  will  bring  together  1,200 
students  from  across  Canada  in  the  week  of  March  6  to  1  1 ,  to  participate 
in  academic,  cultural  and  athletic  activities.  The  Province  of  Alberta  and  the 
Centennial  Commission  have  contributed  equally  to  the  financial  support  of 
this  program,  and  members  of  the  Centennial  Branch  have  assisted  in  the 
formation  of  publicity  programs  for  the  committees. 

Most  of  the  programs  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  are 
being  undertaken  in  co-operation  with  the  National  Centennial  Commission. 
However,  there  are  several  projects  which  have  been  undertaken  by  the 
Alberta  Centennial  Committee  in  co-operation  with  the  Interdepartmental 
Sub-Committee  and  other  Provincial  Government  Departments. 

The  Alberta  Centennial  Committee,  aware  that  appreciation  and  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  Arts  must  play  a  prominent  role  in  the  development  of  our 
human  resources  and  leisure  programs,  announced  three  Centennial  competi¬ 
tions  in  musical  composition,  playwriting  and  performance.  By  December  31, 
1966,  82  applications  had  been  received  for  the  playwriting  competition,  70 
for  the  musical  composition  competition,  and  5  for  the  musical  performance 
Travel  award. 

An  Alberta  Anthology,  designed  to  commemorate  Canada's  Centen¬ 
nial,  will  be  published  by  the  Government  of  Alberta  and  the  Canadian 
Authors'  Association,  Edmonton  Branch,  under  the  terms  of  an  agreement 
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entered  into  during  1966.  The  book,  which  will  be  designed  to  capture  as 
much  as  possible  of  the  cultural  literary  heritage  of  Alberta,  will  be  the  work 
of  Albertans  exclusively.  It  will  include  the  writings  of  some  of  Alberta's 
pioneer  authors,  as  well  as  those  of  contemporary  writers  and  poets,  and  will 
be  attractively  bound  and  illustrated. 

On  December  1,  1966,  the  official  dedication  of  the  305-bell  Cen¬ 
tennial  Carillon  took  place  in  the  Legislative  Building,  where  the  fifth  floor 
museum  has  been  converted  to  a  Carillon  Chamber.  This  Carillon  is  the  official 
project  of  the  Department  of  the  Provincial  Secretary.  Mr.  Douglas  G.  Mill- 
son  was  appointed  provincial  carilloneur,  the  first  such  appointment  to  be 
made  in  all  Canada,  and  he  presents  concerts  every  Sunday,  with  special 
recitals  on  important  occasions  and  special  holidays. 

The  Centennial  Flame  was  lit  by  the  Honourable  the  Premier,  in  an 
impressive  ceremony  in  the  Legislative  Grounds  on  December  31,  1966.  This 
Flame,  a  joint  project  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Northwestern 
Utilities  Ltd.,  who  supplied  the  natural  gas,  will  burn  continuously  throughout 
1967.  The  ceremony  took  place  in  conjunction  with  similar  ceremonies  at 
Parliament  Hill  in  Ottawa  and  in  provincial  capitals  across  Canada.  New  ex¬ 
terior  illumination  on  the  Legislative  Building  itself,  another  project  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  was  officially  completed  and  turned  on  at  the 
same  time. 


Under  the  direction  of  the  Alberta  Centennial  Committee,  the  Branch 
has  developed  "Achievement  Scrolls, "  signed  by  the  Honourable  A.  Holowach, 
Provincial  Secretary  and  Chairman  of  the  Alberta  Centennial  Committee,  and 
Mr.  J.  R.  D.  Findlay,  Centennial  Co-ordinator,  which  are  to  be  presented  to 
businesses  and  individuals  making  outstanding  contributions  to  Centennial 
in  Alberta. 


Throughout  1966,  the  Branch  has  been  gathering  information  on 
events  taking  place  in  communities  throughout  Alberta  in  1967.  Early  in  the 
year  the  Branch  will  publish  a  detailed  Calendar  of  Events  to  inform  Albertans 
on  Centennial  activities  for  the  year.  An  interim  calendar  was  published  as 
a  part  of  the  December  issue  of  "Within  Our  Borders,"  thanks  to  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Publicity  Bureau. 


Special  vehicle  licence  plates  for  Centennial  year,  bearing  the  Cen¬ 
tennial  Symbol  and  the  figures  1867-1967,  have  been  produced  by  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Highways. 


The  Atlas  of  Alberta,  a  joint  project  of  the  Department  of  Lands  and 
Forests,  the  Department  of  Highways,  and  the  University  of  Alberta,  is  pro¬ 
gressing  favourably,  with  portions  of  the  work  as  much  as  85%  completed. 


Centennial  Branch  personnel  participated  in  a  special  ceremony  at 
Clarke  Stadium  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  which  was  given  national  television 
coverage. 

In  addition  to  the  projects  and  programs  which  have  been  outlined  in 
the  preceding  paragraphs  of  this  report,  the  Centennial  Branch  is  pleased 
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to  have  been  of  assistance  to  local  Centennial  committees,  clubs,  churches, 
service  organizations  and  youth  groups,  in  the  planning  and  organization  of 
projects  of  all  types  and  sizes.  Flags  and  pins  have  been  distributed  wherever 
possible  to  assist  in  the  promotion  of  Centennial.  A  series  of  three  posters 
urging  personal  involvement  was  produced  and  distributed  throughout  the 
province;  bumper  stickers,  car  window  stickers  and  decals  were  produced  for 
the  Branch,  and  these  have  been  distributed  to  firms  and  individuals. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Publicity  Bureau,  three  Centennial 
"jingles"  were  produced  and  broadcast  over  ail  radio  stations  in  the  pro¬ 
vince.  These  have  proved  to  be  so  popular  that  hundreds  of  copies  of  the 
words  and  music  have  been  mailed  in  response  to  requests.  Choral  and  in¬ 
strumental  arrangements  were  prepared  as  well. 

During  1966,  also,  the  Centennial  Publicity  Officer  answered  many 
thousands  of  requests  for  information  from  school  students  from  all  across 
Canada,  and  over  100,000  pieces  of  literature  were  distributed,  in  addition 
to  some  20,000  copies  monthly  of  the  Centennial  Bulletin.  Liaison  was  main¬ 
tained  with  the  news  media  through  the  issuance  of  news  releases  and  the 
arranging  of  press  conferences. 

In  addition  to  the  official  projects  under  the  Grants  Program,  there 
are  many  unique  projects  being  carried  out  by  individuals,  communities  and 
service  or  business  groups.  A  man  in  Pibroch  has  carved  the  heads  of  every 
Prime  Minister  since  Confederation;  the  town  of  St.  Paul  is  constructing  a 
landing  pad  for  flying  saucers;  a  number  of  industries  and  public  buildings 
are  flying  Centennial  flags;  an  Edmonton  taxi  company  is  providing  free 
transportation  to  senior  citizens  who  wish  to  view  the  Confederation  Train 
while  it  is  in  Edmonton;  two  new  Canadians  have  hooked  a  rug  bearing  the 
provincial  flowers  and  coats  of  arms;  a  million  dollar  sports  complex  is  under 
construction  in  Edmonton  by  a  service  club.  These  are  but  a  few  of  the 
hundreds  of  Centennial  projects  which  are  either  underway  or  completed.

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FIRE  PREVENTION 

BRANCH 


Under  the  Fire  Prevention  Act  the  Fire  Commissioner  has  the  res¬ 
ponsibility  for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  of  the  province  and  the  regu¬ 
lations  thereunder  relating  to  fire  prevention.  His  office  directs  and  en¬ 
courages  fire  prevention  measures,  instructs  in  fire  protection  methods, 
carries  out  investigations  of  incendiary  and  suspected  incendiary  fires,  com¬ 
piles  fire  loss  statistics  and  conducts  a  public  education  program  of  fire 
prevention  and  fire  protection. 

FIRE  LOSSES 

On  the  basis  of  present  reports  and  estimates  for  1966,  an  increase 
in  the  annual  monetary  fire  loss  is  indicated.  The  loss  of  life  as  reported  to 
this  office  to  date  also  indicates  an  increase  from  1965.  According  to  present 
reports  and  estimates  received  a  comparison  for  the  last  three  years  shows:

There  were  35  charges  laid  against  26  persons  (including  eight 
Juveniles)  for  arson  and  allied  offences.  In  addition,  two  persons  were 
committed  to  hospital  under  the  Mental  Diseases  Act  and  61  Juveniles 
were  disciplined.  Two  courts  of  inquiry  were  held  under  Section  12  of  the 
Fire  Prevention  Act. 

FIRE  PREVENTION  EDUCATION 

By  means  of  lectures,  film  showing  and  demonstrations,  the  Fire 
Commissioner's  Office  fostered  fire  prevention  education  at  meetings  which 
were  arranged  with  local  municipal  groups.  A  number  of  new  films  was 
purchased  to  carry  out  those  educational  programs.  The  following  table 
shows  a  comparison  for  the  past  three  years:

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Fire  Drills  in  schools,  hospitals,  theatres,  institutions,  dormitories 
and  other  buildings  totaled  122.  There  were  nine  demonstrations  of  first- 
aid  fire  fighting  equipment  and  37  demonstrations  of  evacuation  procedures 
were  presented. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  and  his  staff,  with  the  co-operation  of  local 
fire  departments,  directed  and  promoted  a  vigorous  Fire  Prevention  Week 
campaign.  There  were  86  Fire  Prevention  Week  reports  collected  by  this 
office  and  forwarded  to  competition  headquarters  at  Boston,  Mass. 

FIRE  INSTRUCTION 

Instructors  were  employed  to  assist  fire  department  organizations 
in  municipalities  and  in  industry.  This  was  combined  with  fire  prevention 
work.

ALBERTA  FIRE  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

This  training  program  was  continued  in  1966  with  six  schools  held 
at  Vermilion  and  126  persons  in  attendance.  To  date  174  fire  departments 
have  been  represented  at  34  schools  with  855  persons  taking  instruction. 

PLAN  CHECKING 

A  total  of  989  plans  for  hotels,  hospitals,  schools  and  other  assembly 
buildings  was  checked.  Recommendations  as  to  changes  to  effect  fire  safety 
were  initiated  and  followed  up  by  correspondence. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

(a)  Firemanship  competitions  were  held  at  Vegreville,  Lethbridge,  Clares- 
holm,  Coleman,  Red  Deer,  and  Sherwood  Park.  Murray  Bedard  Memorial 
Shields  were  presented  to  the  winning  teams  at  each  of  the  above  com-

petitions.  At  these  competitions,  this  office  assisted  the  fire  departments 
sponsoring  the  competition  by  officiating  and  presenting  competition 
prizes  in  addition  to  the  aforementioned  shields. 

(b)  Emergency  fire  services  training  and  planning  have  continued  through 
the  year.  Fire  Commissioner's  staff  participated  in  Exercise  Toscin  66 
and  Exercise  Challenge.  One  new  pumper  has  been  purchased  through 
the  Financial  Assistance  Program,  Federal  and  Provincial,  and  will  be 
used  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  for  zone  emergency  fire  services  auxiliary 
firemen  training.  Two  fire  advisory  council  meetings  were  convened  at 
Edmonton  to  review  Regional  zone  and  target  area  planning. 

(c)  Rural  fire  protection  is  gaining  ground  as  a  result  of  continued  assist¬ 
ance  to  Farmer  Co-operative  and  Rural,  Municipal  and  County  Councils. 
Specifications  of  suitable  fire  fighting  equipment  and  training  of  rural 
fire  protection  groups  occupies  considerable  time  of  branch  inspectors. 
Eight  new  rural  fire  fighting  units  were  purchased  during  1966  and  more 
are  planned  as  a  result  of  meetings,  conferences  and  interest  of  farm 
people. 

(d)  Assistance  was  provided  by  Inspectors  of  this  branch  to  the  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  Insurance  in  conducting  five  investigations  under  the  Alberta 
Insurance  Act,  resulting  in  one  prosecution.  There  were  nine  investi¬ 
gations  under  the  Rea!  Estate  Agent's  Licensing  Act. 

THE  LIGHTNING  ROD  ACT 

There  were  five  companies  licensed  to  sell  lightning  rod  materials  in 
1966.  Licences  were  issued  to  38  agents.  There  were  542  inspections  during 
1966  of  lightning  rod  installations.  Seven  agents  were  prosecuted  for  failure 
to  comply  with  the  Lightning  Rod  Act. 
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FUEL  OIL  TAX  BRANCH

Convictions  for  offences  under  The  Fuel  Oil  Tax  Act  (principally  the 
offence  of  having  purple  fuel  in  the  fuel  tank  of  a  motor  vehicle)  totalled 
443  in  1966  as  compared  with  639  in  1965.  There  was  one  conviction 
against  a  person  who  elected  to  take  the  jail  term  in  lieu  of  the  fine  imposed. 
Fines  levied  also  decreased  from  $36,236  in  1965  to  $24,488  in  1966  and 
total  costs  amounted  to  $959.65  in  1966  as  against  $1,360.65  in  1965. 
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GENERAL 

ADMINISTRATION 


The  Provincial  Secretary  is  the  Keeper  of  the  Seal  of  the  Province, 
which  seal  is  affixed  to  certain  classes  of  documents  that  bear  the  signature 
of  the  Lieutenant  Governor.  Over  640  such  documents  were  sealed  in  1966, 
including  Proclamations,  warrants,  commissions,  certificates  and  writs. 

Five  hundred  and  one  certificates  of  change  of  name  were  issued 
under  The  Change  of  Name  Act,  1961,  in  1966.  Four  hundred  and  nine 
certificates  of  authentication  were  issued  by  The  Deputy  Provincial  Secretary 
authenticating  the  signatures  and  appointments  of  notaries  public. 

Under  the  Alberta  Survival  Plan  the  Department  has  a  responsibility 
for  co-ordinating  a  program  for  the  preservation  of  essential  records  for  all 
Departments  and  Boards  of  Government.  In  1966,  1,121,577  exposures  of 
documents  were  made  under  this  program  for  preservation  in  security  stor¬ 
age,  as  compared  with  825,715  in  1965. 
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INSURANCE  BRANCH 


INSURANCE  BRANCH 

The  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  licensing  companies,  insurance  agents  and  insurance  ad¬ 
justers  in  the  Province,  taxing  insurance  companies  and  generally  regulating 
the  business  of  insurance  in  Alberta  as  provided  by  The  Alberta  Insurance 
Act  and  The  Insurance  Corporations  Tax  Act.  The  Superintendent  of  Insur¬ 
ance  is  also  the  official  responsible  for  the  licensing  of  real  estate  agents 
and  salesmen  and  for  the  regulation  of  the  real  estate  business  under  The 
Real  Estate  Agents7  Licensing  Act. 

THE  ALBERTA  INSURANCE  ACT 

The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  requires  ail  insurance  companies,  insur¬ 
ance  agents  and  insurance  adjusters  to  be  licensed.  Qualification  by  exami¬ 
nation  under  Alberta  Regulation  192/59  is  required  of  all  new  applicants 
for  insurance  agents7  certificates  of  authority  except  for  the  classes  of  live¬ 
stock,  hail,  life  or  disability  insurance  including  sickness  and  accident  in¬ 
surance.  Of  the  total  number  of  new  applicants  in  1966,  14%  failed  to  pass 
the  examination  or  failed  to  write  it. 

Qualification  by  examination  under  Alberta  Regulation  244/63  is 
required  of  all  new  applicants  for  insurance  adjusters7  certificates  of  authority. 
Of  the  total  number  of  new  applicants  in  1966,  22%  failed  to  pass  the 
examination  or  failed  to  write  it. 

Operations  of  the  Superintendent's  office  are  planned  to  work  co¬ 
operatively  with  the  various  other  provinces  of  Canada  to  maintain  uniformity 
in  the  enactment  and  the  administration  of  insurance  laws  in  all  of  the 
common  law  provinces  of  Canada. 

The  49th  Annual  Conference  of  the  Provincial  Superintendents  of 
insurance  was  held  in  Victoria  in  September,  1966,  and  was  attended  by 
the  Alberta  Superintendent  of  Insurance. 

Insurance  premiums  for  all  classes  of  insurance  written  in  1965 
were  $166,052,825  as  compared  with  $150,450,380  in  1964,  an  increase 
of  10.37%.  Total  life  premiums,  excluding  fraternal,  in  1965  were  $75,- 
009,883  as  compared  with  $71,165,705  in  1964,  an  increase  of  5.40%. 
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Statistics  reflecting  some  of  the  functions  of  the  branch  under  this 
Act  and  the  operations  of  the  industry  follow  as  Appendix  "A". 

THE  REAL  ESTATE  AGENTS'  LICENSING  ACT 

Qualification  by  examination  under  Alberta  Regulation  25/59  is 
required  of  all  new  applicants  for  licence  under  the  Act.  Approximately 
15%  of  the  total  number  of  applicants  for  new  licences  in  1966  either 
failed  to  pass  the  examination  or  failed  to  write  it. 

Statistics  reflecting  branch  activities  under  this  Act  follow  as 
Appendix  "B". 

THE  INSURANCE  CORPORATIONS  TAX  ACT 

Under  the  Act  insurers  licensed  in  Alberta  other  than  fraternal 
societies,  are  assessed  a  tax  of  2%  of  their  gross  premiums  receivable,  ex¬ 
cluding  marine  insurance  and  annuities  and  less  dividends,  return  premiums 
and  reinsurance  ceded  to  companies  licensed  in  Alberta.  For  the  calendar 
year  ending  December  31,  1966  the  tax  collected  was  $2,985,721.79  an 
increase  of  $318,168.00  or  11.93%,  over  the  collection  for  the  previous 
calendar  year.

To  the  350  insurers  licensed  in  Alberta  in  1965,  Albertans  paid 
$166,052,825  in  insurance  premiums.  This  figure,  compiled  from  the  Annual 
Statements  filed  by  the  companies,  represents  an  increase  over  the  1964 
volume  of  business  of  10.37%.  Based  on  the  December  31,  1965  Alberta 
population  of  1,457,000  (Department  of  Municipal  Affairs)  the  per  capita 
insurance  premium  in  Alberta  in  1965  was  $113.97,  an  increase  of  $9.64 
from  the  previous  year.

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JUBILEE  AUDITORIUMS 


The  Jubilee  Auditoriums  in  Edmonton  and  Calgary  are  administered 
by  an  Auditorium  Management  Committee  appointed  by  Order  in  Council 
and  consisting  of  P.  B.  Howard,  Deputy  Provincial  Secretary,  as  Chairman, 
and  four  other  members.  The  Committee  meets  regularly  (usually  monthly) 
and  as  well  holds  many  informal  consultations.  Each  Auditorium  has  its  own 
full-time  staff  headed  by  a  manager.

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ADVISORY  BOARD  ON 
OBJECTIONABLE 
PUBLICATIONS 


The  Advisory  Board  on  Objectionable  Publications  was  established  in 
1954.  Its  function  has  been  to  control,  insofar  as  possible,  the  sale  of  objec¬ 
tionable  comics,  tabloids  and  magazines  in  the  Province  and  to  foster  a  public 
awareness  of  the  danger  inherent  in  permitting  young  people  to  read  un¬ 
wholesome  material.  To  achieve  the  control  of  this  objective,  the  Board  has 
a  working  arrangement  with  wholesale  distributors  of  magazines,  comic  books 
and  tabloids  whereby  the  distributors  accept  recommendations  made  by  the 
Board  and  voluntarily  refrain  from  distributing  titles  which  the  Board  has 
deemed  "objectionable." 

In  1966  the  Board  held  one  meeting  at  which  several  issues  of  10 
titles  were  reviewed.  Two  were  held  to  be  objectionable  and  recommended 
for  withdrawal. 
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PROVINCIAL  MUSEUM 

AND 

ARCHIVES  OF  ALBERTA 


Considerable  progress  was  made  during  1966  towards  realizing  the 
objective  of  a  1967  opening  of  Alberta's  major  project  to  mark  the  Centennial 
of  Confederation.  At  year  end  the  second  stage  of  the  Provincial  Museum 
and  Archives  of  Alberta  building  was  well  advanced  on  the  1314  acre  Gov¬ 
ernment  House  site  in  Edmonton.  Collections  of  Alberta  specimens,  artifacts 
and  archival  material  grew  rapidly  through  the  fine  co-operation  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  public,  organizations  and  government  departments.  For  this  generous 
assistance,  the  Museum  and  Archives  is  most  appreciative.  Through  careful 
planning,  scheduling  and  staff  team  work  several  exhibition  galleries  on 
Alberta's  natural  history  and  human  history  were  completed  for  later  installa¬ 
tion  in  the  new  building. 

Canada  is  now  passing  through  a  phase  of  major  historical  and 
museum  development.  The  acute  shortage  of  experienced  personnel  and 
competition  with  other  institutions  required  much  effort  in  recruitment  of 
professional  and  technical  staff  concurrently  with  training  programmes. 
Visits  to  a  number  of  museums  in  Canada  and  United  States  were  made  by 
selected  staff  as  a  training  experience  and  to  obtain  information  revelant  to 
our  displays  and  collections.  Professional  conferences  were  also  attended, 
and  the  Museum  was  privileged  to  have  one  curator  attend  the  highly  selec¬ 
tive  Seminar  for  Historical  Curators  in  Williamsburg,  Va. 

The  Provincial  Museum  and  Archives  Advisory  Committee  met  once 
during  the  year.  The  Committee  consists  of:  R.  O.  Harrison,  Chairman,  Dr. 
W.  Johns,  Dr.  R.  Folinsbee,  Dr.  Cyril  Hampson,  Dr.  Lewis  H.  Thomas,  E. 
Bryant,  M.  Domecki,  J.  G.  MacGregor,  J.  Falconer  and  W.  Kaasa. 

NATURAL  HISTORY  CURATORIAL  DIVISION 

The  function  of  this  division  is  the  collecting  and  documenting  of 
zoological,  geological,  paleontological  and  botanical  specimens  of  Alberta, 
their  preparation  for  display  and  research,  the  planning  of  exhibit  story  lines, 
and  the  preparation  of  other  exhibit  material.  The  main  work  during  the 
year  was  in  exhibit  planning,  and  selective  field  collecting  and  preparation 
of  specimens  and  other  material  for  display. 

During  the  year  687  specimens  of  birds  and  mammals,  396  botanical 
specimens,  178  rock  and  mineral  specimens,  336  fossil  vertebrate  and  in¬ 
vertebrate  specimens,  over  1,000  micro-vertebrate  specimens,  75  fossil  plant 
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specimens,  and  2  display  specimens  of  Bruderheim  meotorite,  were  added  to 
the  collections.  The  numbering,  tagging,  accessioning  and  identification  of 
specimens  was  a  continuing  programme.  A  total  of  140  birds  and  mammals 
was  mounted  and  4  skeletons  prepared  for  display,  while  45  skins  were  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  study  collections.  A  number  of  large  vertebrate  fossil  specimens, 
mainly  dinosaur  material,  was  prepared  for  display. 

Summer  field  collecting  of  fossils  and  geological  material  was  con¬ 
tinued  in  the  southeast  portion  of  the  province  and  the  Peace  River  area. 
Botanical  collecting  was  undertaken  in  Southern  Alberta.  Most  of  the  zoo¬ 
logical  collecting  was  in  the  Edmonton  area,  except  for  several  large  mammals 
for  which  the  Museum  is  grateful  to  the  officials  of  the  National  Parks. 

A  notable  addition  to  the  collection  was  the  permanent  loan  of  a 
Lambeosaurus  (duck-billed  dinosaur)  specimen  from  the  National  Museum 
of  Canada.  This  specimen,  originally  collected  in  Alberta  in  1937  by  Charles 
M.  Sternberg,  is  now  being  prepared  for  display.  A  unique  zoological  acquisi¬ 
tion  was  the  donation  of  a  mounted  Cattle  Egret  specimen,  being  the  first 
record  for  the  province.  A  major  acquisition  by  the  Museum  was  the  natural 
history  library  of  Mr.  A.  Wilk  of  Camrose. 

Story  lines,  case  layouts  and  labels  were  prepared  for  three  zoology 
galleries  and  numerous  scale  models  of  mammals  and  illustrations  of  birds 
were  completed.  A  Curator  of  Earth  Science  and  a  Fossil  Preparator  joined 
the  division  during  the  year,  and  a  Zoological  Preparator  resigned. 

On  the  basis  of  last  year's  planning,  1  1  large  specimens  were  mounted 
for  the  habitat  group  displays,  including  a  Wapiti,  Moose,  Mountain  Goat, 
White-tailed  Deer,  Wolf,  Cougar,  3  Bighorn  Sheep  and  2  Pronghorns.  Other 
large  mammal  specimens  collected  for  mounting  include  2  Bisons  and  1 
Horse. 

HUMAN  HISTORY  DIVISION 

This  division  undertakes  the  collecting  and  documenting  of  historical, 
ethnological  and  archeological  artifacts  of  Alberta,  preparing  them  for  display 
and  research,  and  compiling  story  lines  and  other  information  for  the  ex¬ 
hibits.  Archeological  collections  are  discussed  later  under  Historic  Sites. 
Major  work  for  the  year  was  divided  between  assembling  comprehensive  col¬ 
lections  and  the  preparation  of  the  exhibits. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Indians  of  Alberta,  the  Museum  has 
methodically  assembled  one  of  the  most  significant  collections  of  Blackfoot 
Indian  material  in  Canada.  Although  a  representative  collection  of  artifacts 
is  being  assembled,  emphasis  in  ethnology  is  continuing  to  be  placed  on  early 
sacred  and  ceremonial  artifacts.  Vital  information  such  as  the  stories,  songs, 
dances  and  uses  associated  with  each  item  has  been  documented.  A  total  of 
2  transferral  ceremonies,  which  are  a  traditional  part  of  the  change  of  owner¬ 
ship,  were  performed  and  recorded  on  tape  and  film.  Most  important  was  the 
transferral  of  a  Medicine  Pipe  Bundle.  These  ceremonies  have  been  translated 
into  English  and  much  significant  information  is  now  preserved. 

Notable  ethnological  items  include  a  Treaty  Seven  medal  issued  in 
1877  to  Chief  Red  Crow,  as  well  as  his  ceremonial  Weasel  Tail  Robe;  two 
Blackfoot  Medicine  Pipe  Bundles;  a  Blackfoot  Thunder  Bundle  and  the  Mr. 
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V.  E.  Darbey  Collection  of  Alberta  Indian  artifacts  from  Vancouver,  B.C.  Con¬ 
siderable  ethnological  data  was  also  compiled  for  the  Museum  by  a  Cere- 
monialist  of  the  Blackfoot  Tribe.  The  division  also  provided  authentic 
unpublished  Indian  legends  for  incorporation  in  the  Alberta  Centennial 
Anthology. 

A  wide  variety  of  historical  material  was  received  including  early  tools, 
utensils,  domestic  and  decorative  arts,  clothing  and  equipment  representing 
many  phases  of  Alberta  history.  Notable  acquisitions  include  items  from  the 
late  Ted  Chambers  Collection,  Storer  Holdings  Ltd.,  Cowles  Drug  Store,  Mrs. 
R.  P.  LeFroy,  and  the  first  Speaker's  Chair  of  the  Alberta  Legislature. 

During  the  year  1,049  ethnological  artifacts  and  6,350  historical  arti¬ 
facts  were  acquired.  The  collections  now  contain  approximately  24,700  his¬ 
torical  and  ethnological  artifacts.  A  major  amount  of  work  is  involved  in  the 
continuing  process  of  documentation,  numbering,  identifying,  preserving  and 
restoring. 

Detailed  planning,  research,  writing  of  story  lines  and  labels,  and 
preparation  of  artifacts  for  three  historical  galleries  was  completed,  while 
long  range  planning  of  other  galleries  was  continued.  Two  Museum  Tech¬ 
nicians  were  appointed  to  the  division  during  the  year,  and  a  Museum  Aide 
was  transferred  from  Historic  Sites. 

EXHIBIT  PRODUCTION  DIVISION 

This  division  is  responsible  for  the  design,  fabrication  and  installation 
of  exhibits.  The  objective  of  the  displays  is  to  present  a  clear  story  sequence, 
to  show  interesting  specimens  and  artifacts,  informative  displays  and  provide 
a  stimulating  aesthetic  experience  through  modern  display  techniques. 

The  major  achievement  was  the  completion  of  five  galleries  of  dis¬ 
plays.  In  the  historical  section,  these  included  galleries  on  Settlement  and 
Agriculture,  Ranching  and  Dairying,  Early  Industry  and  Trades;  while  in  the 
natural  history  section  galleries  were  completed  on  Environment  and  Family 
Groups.  Display  cases  designed  by  the  museum  staff  were  constructed  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.  In  addition,  planning  was  completed  on  a  num¬ 
ber  of  other  galleries  for  production  early  in  1967,  as  well  as  preliminary 
planning  of  future  galleries. 

Work  advanced  on  two  major  sculptural  groups  to  be  installed  in  the 
Orientation  Gallery.  Arrangements  have  been  concluded  with  the  Glenbow  Al¬ 
berta  Institute  for  loan  of  items  for  special  displays  and  other  displays  were 
also  being  arranged  from  several  other  organizations  and  museums. 

Four  feature  displays  were  prepared  and  displayed  during  the  year 
— one  on  Ukrainian  weaving,  two  on  the  Confederation  Memorial  project 
and  a  new  display  at  the  provincial  historic  site  at  St.  Charles  Mission,  Dun- 
vegan.  To  assist  the  many  small  museums  of  the  province,  a  simple  economical 
display  case  was  designed  and  constructed  as  a  prototype  by  the  division.  Two 
Display  Artists  joined  the  division  during  the  year  and  one  Display  Artist 
resigned. 

EXTENSION  DIVISION 

The  function  of  this  division  will  be  to  develop  and  supervise  the 
educational  and  informational  programmes  of  the  Museum.  At  year  end 
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recruiting  of  an  Extension  Supervisor  was  concluded.  Lectures  were  given  to 
ten  groups  by  all  divisions,  and  a  number  of  T.V.  and  radio  programmes 
featured  museum  staff  members  and  museum  programmes,  identification  of 
specimens  and  provision  of  historical  and  natural  history  information  to  the 
public  was  a  continuing  service. 

To  assist  the  many  small  Centennial  Museums  being  established  and 
built  in  the  province  under  the  Federal-Provincial-Municipal  Centennial 
grants  programme,  a  28-page  illustrated  technical  paper,  "The  Technical  Re¬ 
quirements  of  Small  Museums,"  written  by  Museum  Director,  R.  O.  Harrison, 
was  published  by  the  Canadian  Museums  Association,  and  this  was  widely 
used  in  the  province  and  across  Canada.  Technical  planning  was  provided  for 
ten  museums  proposed  as  Centennial  projects.  A  variety  of  technical  literature 
was  provided  to  historical  societies,  museums  and  other  organizations  to  assist 
them  in  improving  the  quality  of  their  publications,  museum  operations  and 
in  restoration  of  historic  sites. 

Three  grants  were  made  to  assist  publication  of  local  histories.  The 
Director,  as  Western  Canadian  Chairman  of  the  Awards  Committee  of  the 
AASLH,  presented  three  awards  to  Albertans  for  meritorious  work  in  historical 
publication.  These  included  an  Award  of  Merit  to  the  Honourable  the  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Governor  of  Alberta,  Dr.  J.  W.  Grant  MacEwan. 

HISTORIC  SITES  DIVISION 

The  role  of  this  division  is  to  undertake  firstly,  research  on  and  mark¬ 
ing  of  historic  sites  in  Alberta  and  secondly,  maintenance  of  rustic  historical 
signs  and  cairns. 

In  order  to  develop  the  first  role,  a  Curator  of  Archeology  was  ap¬ 
pointed  and  together  with  a  field  crew  undertook  the  second  season  of 
archeological  investigation  at  fur  trade  sites  owned  by  the  province.  Excava¬ 
tion  continued  at  the  Fort  George  site  near  Elk  Point,  occupied  by  the  North 
West  Company  between  1792  and  1802,  and  revealed  a  second  structure, 
smaller  than  the  one  outlined  in  the  1965  excavation.  A  total  of  21  1  artifacts 
was  catalogued  from  Fort  George,  along  with  31  bags  of  associated  materia! 
such  as  food  bone  and  charcoal. 

Excavation  of  the  neighbouring  and  contemporary  Hudson's  Bay 
Company  site  of  Buckingham  House  was  undertaken.  One  deeply  buried 
cellar,  and  sections  of  the  palisades  were  revealed.  A  total  of  1,044  artifacts 
and  100  bags  of  associated  material  were  collected  and  catalogued  from  this 
site. 


Test  trenching  and  intensive  surface  collecting  on  the  site  of  Fort 
White  Earth  (1810-1813)  near  Smoky  Lake,  resulted  in  the  recovery  of  254 
artifacts  and  37  bags  of  associated  material.  Other  sites  investigated  include 
Fort  de  L'lsle  (1799  -  1802)  on  the  North  Saskatchewan  River;  the  first  Fort 
Augustus-Edmonton  (1795-1802)  near  the  present  town  of  Fort  Saskatchewan; 
and  McLeod's  Fort  (1790's)  near  the  Town  of  Peace  River.  One  pre-historic 
site  in  the  Peace  River  area  was  examined  and  a  surface  collection  made. 

During  1966,  over  1,685  specimens  were  recovered  and  their  loca¬ 
tions  recorded.  Fur  trade  artifacts  obtained  include  such  items  as  ornamented 
buttons,  beads,  trade  pipes,  crockery  and  glass  fragments,  iron  woodworking 
tools,  hand-forged  nails  and  trade  gun  parts  and  accessories.  Laboratory 
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preservation  and  numbering  of  these  specimens  were  completed  and  work 
on  photographic  collections,  which  number  over  1,000  items,  was  advanced. 
Preliminary  plans  were  drawn  up  for  the  fur  trade  and  prehistoric  galleries. 

The  Historical  Advisory  Committee  met  once  during  the  year  to  con¬ 
sider  and  make  recommendations  for  development  of  historic  sites  in  the 
province.  This  committee  included:  R.  O.  Harrison,  Chairman,  W.  C.  Mattie, 
H.  A.  Dempsey,  J.  G.  McGregor,  B.  Peel,  E.  P.  Shaver,  W.  T.  Galliver,  Dr. 
L.  G.  Thomas,  H.  A.  Taylor,  E.  Bryant.  The  Chairman  attended  the  Federal- 
Provincial  Conference  on  Canada's  Historical  Resources  in  Ottawa. 

Public  requests  for  marking  sites  were  considered  by  the  committee. 
Maintenance  and  replacement  programmes  were  continued  and  one  new 
historical  rustic  sign  was  erected.  Total  sites  marked  were  as  follows:

Two  unique  historic  rail  surveys  were  undertaken  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  two  Kinsmen  Clubs  and  the  full  length  of  the  Edson-Grande 
Prairie  Trail  and  the  Athabasca  Trail  were  travelled  on  horseback.  Maps, 
photographs  and  written  reports  on  these  surveys  were  completed. 

PROVINCIAL  ARCHIVES 

The  major  advance  for  the  year  was  the  passing  of  the  first  Provincial 
Archives  Act.  The  purpose  of  the  Provincial  Archives  is  to  collect,  preserve, 
arrange,  display  and  provide  reference  services  to  the  public  for  the  study 
of  documentary  materials  on  Alberta  history,  such  as  public  records,  private 
and  business  papers,  photographs,  maps,  tapes,  books  and  pamphlets. 

The  Public  Documents  Committee  established  under  the  Provincial 
Archives  Act  comprises  the  following — H.  A.  Taylor,  Provincial  Archivist 
(Chairman);  E.  J.  Holmgren,  Legislative  Librarian  (Secretary);  J.  E.  Hart, 
Deputy  Attorney  General  and  W.  E.  Schell,  Assistant  Provincial  Auditor. 

The  Committee  met  formally  twice  during  the  year  and  was  active 
between  meetings  in  authorizing  the  destruction  of  public  records  which  were 
of  no  further  administrative  or  historical  value.  Many  groups  of  valuable 
historical  public  records  were  transferred  to  the  Archives.  Requests  were 
received  from  eleven  departments.  Twenty-one  Orders-in-Council  for  destruc¬ 
tion  of  records  were  passed,  and  thirteen  transfers  were  made  to  the 
Archives.  Significant  transfers  include:

Important  donations  to  the  Archives  included  such  items  as  a  set 
of  Encyclopedia  Canadiana  by  the  Edmonton  Rotary  Club  and  a  complete  set 
of  Alberta  Historical  Review  by  the  late  Dr.  W.  E.  Edmonds.  Many  deposits 
of  papers  and  photograps  were  also  received,  such  as  the  following  material 
relating  to:

A  microfilming  programme  was  commenced  and  projects  completed 
included  the  Departmental  Annual  Records  of  the  Province  to  1930  and 
the  Athabasca  Diocesan  Records. 

Tape  recordings  of  interviews  of  twenty  old-timers  were  made,  and 
the  Archives  staff  assisted  in  the  tape  recording  and  photographing  of  Black- 
foot  Indian  transferral  ceremonies.  A  programme  of  photographing  historic 
buildings  in  the  Edmonton  region  and  other  parts  of  the  province  was  com¬ 
menced.  A  wide  variety  of  other  historical  material  was  also  received  such 
as  photographs,  catalogues,  maps,  drawings  and  historical  graphic  art  works. 
Planning  commenced  for  the  opening  Archives  Gallery  displays,  and  major 
use  was  made  of  the  Ernest  Brown,  Pollard  and  other  photographic  collections 
for  the  Museum  displays. 

Accessioning  cataloguing,  arranging  and  preparation  of,  finding  aids 
for  the  archives  holdings  was  a  continuing  programme,  and  a  major  project  was 
the  complete  cataloguing  of  the  growing  Provincial  Museum  and  Archives 
reference  library.  Lectures  were  given  to  three  organizations.  Two  Archivists 
were  appointed  during  the  year. 
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PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

BRANCH 


During  1966  the  Extension  of  the  Original  Recreational  Grants  Pro¬ 
gram  was  concluded,  the  effective  terminating  date  being  March  31,  1966. 
Under  this  Extension  Program,  the  amount  paid  during  the  year  1966  was 
$1,600.00,  and  the  total  amount  that  has  been  paid  under  the  Original 
Recreational  Program  and  the  ensuing  Extension  of  this  Program  was  $4,095,- 
732.63.  Under  the  Extension  Program  grants  were  paid  to  approximately  450 
community  associations. 

During  1966  there  was  a  very  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
conventions,  meetings,  seminars,  etc.,  held  in  the  Province  of  Alberta,  and 
government  involvement  in  these  functions  in  the  way  of  sponsorship  of 
social  functions  such  as  luncheons  and  dinners,  etc.,  or  the  payment  of  grants 
to  assist  in  such  social  functions,  reached  an  all  time  high.  It  is  anticipated 
that  during  the  year  1967-68  government  participation  in  the  form  of  ex¬ 
tension  of  hospitality  to  groups  that  are  holding  conventions,  meetings, 
re-unions  and  seminars  in  the  province,  will  show  a  marked  increase,  particu¬ 
larly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  during  the  coming  year  the  Centennial  of 
Confederation  is  being  celebrated  throughout  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  It  is 
reasonable  to  assume  that  this  anticipated  increase  of  visitors  to  the  province 
during  the  coming  year  will  greatly  increase  functions  of  government 
entertainment. 

The  use  of  the  coloured  government  menu  covers  continues  to  in¬ 
crease  in  popularity,  and  this  additional  form  of  government  publicity  un¬ 
doubtedly  has  a  marked  beneficial  effect  on  the  general  public,  both  within 
the  confines  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  and  in  many  other  parts  of  Canada, 
and  other  countries  outside  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

In  1966  Alberta  was  visited  by  many  dignitaries  and  official  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  other  countries,  and  the  Public  Relations  Branch  has  had 
many  opportunities  of  assisting  in  the  extending  of  a  cordial  welcome  to 
these  important  visitors. 

The  Public  Relations  Branch  continues  to  distribute  descriptive  and 
informative  literature  on  the  Province  of  Alberta  through  the  medium  of 
correspondence,  at  conventions  and  seminars  held  within  the  province,  and 
at  the  Information  Counter  attached  to  the  Public  Relations  Branch. 

The  Government  Information  Telephone  Service  attached  to  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Relations  Branch  continues  to  prove  its  value  as  a  means  of  creating  and 
maintaining  good  public  relations  between  the  government  and  the  general

public.  Constant  steps  are  being  taken  to  keep  the  records  necessary  to  the 
operation  of  this  telephone  service  accurate  and  up  to  date.  Our  efforts  in 
enlisting  the  cooperation  of  other  departments  in  maintaining  an  accurate 
set  of  records  has  in  most  cases  met  with  extremely  good  results. 

The  institution  of  regular  guided  tours  for  visitors  through  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Building  ,coupied  with  the  fact  that  such  tours  are  now  available  to  the 
public  on  weekends,  has  resulted  in  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
visitors  to  the  buildings  during  1966.  As  a  means  of  comparison  it  may  be 
noted  that  during  the  year  1965,  32,938  visitors  passed  through  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Building  while  during  the  year  1966  the  number  of  such  visitors  was 
36,132.  The  supervision  of  such  guided  tours  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Public  Relations  Branch. 

Alberta's  representatives  at  National  Athletic  Events  have  been  pre¬ 
sented  with  official  crests  as  Provincial  representatives,  and  it  is  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  the  Public  Relations  Branch  to  see  that  these  crests  are  pre¬ 
pared  at  an  appropriate  time  and  that  an  official  presentation  of  the  crests 
is  made  to  the  Provincial  representatives.  During  the  year  1966  various 
athletic  organizations  representing  the  Province  of  Alberta  were  successful 
in  winning  Dominion  Championships  in  their  various  fields  of  athletic  en¬ 
deavour,  and  the  members  of  such  athletic  organizations  were  suitably 
recognized  by  means  of  presentations  of  awards  by  the  Government  of  the 
Province  of  Alberta.  The  arrangements  necessary  for  such  presentations  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Relations  Branch.  During  the  past  year, 
Alberta  was  visited  by  athletic  organizations  from  other  countries  such  as 
Russia  Czechoslovakia  and  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  Public  Relations 
Branch  was  responsible  for  the  extending  of  appropriate  recognition  to  these 
visitors  from  other  parts  of  the  world. 

The  Public  Relations  Director  is  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
on  Advertising  and  Publications,  the  Departmental  Suggestion  Award  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  Tourist  Facility  Signs  Committee,  and  the  Alberta  Centennial 
Committee.

Expansion  in  new  programs  and  courses  continued  in  1966.  There 
was  an  increased  number  of  requests  for  the  services  of  the  Branch,  and  thus 
additional  opportunities  to  assist  in  the  development  of  programs  designed 
to  encourage  the  cultural  activities  of  the  residents  of  the  Province.

ADMINISTRATION  DIVISION 

A  division  of  the  Recreation  and  Cultural  Development  Branch  took 
place  during  1966.  The  Recreation  Administration  and  Athletics  and  Out¬ 
door  Education  sections  were  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Youth  where 
the  report  for  these  areas  will  be  found. 

ARTS  AND  CRAFTS  DIVISION 

Basic  courses  were  given  by  the  Division  in  ceramics,  weaving,  milli¬ 
nery,  basketry,  leather,  photography,  enamelling  and  advanced  courses  in 
millinery,  ceramics,  weaving  and  leather. 

There  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  interest  in  the  areas  of  milli¬ 
nery,  metalsmithing  and  enamelling. 

For  the  purpose  of  assisting  leaders  with  technical  and  artistic  prob¬ 
lems,  visits  were  made  to  workshops  attended  by  142  persons  in  12  com¬ 
munities. 

28  exhibitions  were  offered,  and  19,850  persons  viewed  61  slide 
exhibitions  made  up  of  over  2,000  slides. 

Albertacraft  '66  excelled  previous  exhibitions  in  quality.  As  in  pre¬ 
vious  years  the  majority  of  entries  were  ceramics.  There  were  1,513  entries 
and  1,084  items  accepted.  Some  25,000  people  viewed  the  exhibition. 
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New  contracts  were  negotiated  with  four  communities  under  the 
equipment  loan  contract  program,  under  which  assistance  is  given  to  com¬ 
munities  in  the  purchase  of  craft  equipment. 

Instructional  aids  are  provided  for  craftsmen  through  book-lists, 
blueprints  and  other  materials. 


DRAMA  DIVISION 

Training  in  all  aspects  of  theatre  activities  is  provided  by  the  Branch, 
including  acting,  directing,  speech,  make-up,  stagecraft,  design,  creative 
drama,  musical  theatre  techniques  and  puppetry.  Fourteen  workshops  were 
conducted  during  the  year  with  68  communities  participating. 

The  7th  Annual  Provincial  Drama  Seminar  was  held  in  Drumheller 
for  two  weeks  in  August.  The  enrollment  was  at  the  same  level  as  in  the 
previous  year  but  with  an  increased  number  of  young  people  participating. 
The  stagecraft  and  design  courses  held  for  the  first  time  proved  to  be  most 
interesting  to  participants. 

The  One-Act  Provincial  Final  Festival  was  sponsored  by  the  Division 
and  held  in  Grande  Prairie  and  attracted  competitors  from  Northern  and 
Central  Alberta.  Nine  High  School  Festivals  were  held  during  the  year.  The 
standard  continues  to  improve  and  teachers  show  a  growing  interest  in 
drama. 


Preparations  were  made  in  the  fall  for  Centennial  by  organizing  the 
first  high  school  playwriting  competitions  and  the  Centennial  all  Canadian 
One-Act  High  School  Final.  A  brochure  was  prepared  to  encourage  com¬ 
munities  to  develop  pageants. 


LIBRARY  DIVISION 

Amendments  were  made  to  the  Libraries  Act  which  will  permit 
municipalities  to  establish  public  library  service  on  their  own  initiative  and 
increase  financial  assistance  to  public  libraries. 

Three  new  municipal  libraries  have  been  established  and  four  com¬ 
munity  libraries  have  been  authorized. 

The  number  of  libraries  in  the  province  is  as  follows:

As  a  result  of  centennial  grants,  eleven  cities  and  towns  will  have 
new  library  buildings. 

The  seventh  Library  Custodians  Course  was  completed  in  May,  1966. 
The  eighth  course  commenced  in  October,  1966. 
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To  assist  library  custodians  in  book  selection  a  book  list  was  dis¬ 
tributed  as  was  also  a  buying  guide.  Other  useful  book  selection  aids  were 
also  made  available  to  smaller  libraries. 

Fourteen  scholarships  were  offered.  Twelve  of  the  winners  are  now 
receiving  instruction  at  library  schools. 


MUSIC  DIVISION 

Six  Weekend  Choral  Directors'  Workshops  were  held  in  6  locations 
involving  94  communities  and  428  in  attendance.  There  is  an  increasing  de¬ 
mand  for  these  workshops. 

The  1st  Provincial  Choral  Directors'  Workshop  was  held  in  Calgary 
from  August  6-21  with  82  students  attending,  representing  24  communi¬ 
ties.  Dr.  Roger  Wagner  honoured  the  Workshop  with  his  presence  as  guest 
conductor. 

The  8th  Provincial  Band  and  Orchestra  Workshop  was  held  at  Cal¬ 
gary  with  235  students  participating,  representing  36  communities.  The 
"A"  Band  and  Orchestra  subsequently  performed  concerts  in  Calgary,  Blair- 
more,  Lethbridge,  Red  Deer,  Edmonton  and  Grande  Prairie. 

Weekend  Band  and  Orchestra  Workshops  were  held  in  7  locations, 
involving  65  communities  with  537  in  attendance. 

Twelve  Band  Clinics  were  conducted  during  the  year. 

In  collaboration  with  the  Drama  Division  a  Musical  Theatre  Work¬ 
shop  was  offered  at  Grande  Prairie. 

There  was  participation  during  1966  in  the  provision  of  Symphony 
Orchestra  Concerts  for  school  children  in  rural  and  urban  centres.  There 
was  a  total  of  14  concerts.  It  is  proposed  to  expand  the  program  in  1967. 

The  administration  of  the  Provincial  Centennial  Carillon,  dedicated 
on  December  1,  1966  has  become  the  responsibility  of  the  Music  Division.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1966 


NATURE  OF  THE  BOARD'S  DUTIES 

The  duties  of  the  Geographic  Board  of  Alberta  include  the  collect¬ 
ing,  recording,  and  collating  of  information  concerning  names  of  geographi¬ 
cal  features  in  Alberta.  This  work  is  carried  out  in  consultation  with  federal 
and  provincial  governmental  departments,  municipalities,  railway  companies 
as  well  as  other  corporate  bodies  and  persons  concerned  with  the  selection 
of  place  names.  The  Alberta  Board  collaborates  with  the  Canadian  Permanent 
Committee  on  Geographical  Names  concerning  the  choice  of  new  geographi¬ 
cal  names,  the  elimination  of  alternate,  undesirable  and  duplicate  names 
and  the  adoption  of  desirable  changes  in  the  spelling  of  names.  The  follow¬ 
ing  is  a  short  resume  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  in  pursuance  of  these 
duties  for  the  year  1966. 

CHANGES  IN  PERSONNEL 

During  the  year  Mr.  T.  A.  Drinkwater  became  a  member  of  the 
Board  thus  bringing  its  membership  up  to  full  strength.  Mr.  J.  H.  Holloway's 
appointment  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  was  confirmed. 

THE  ANNUAL  MEETINGS  OF  THE  CANADIAN  PERMANENT  COMMITTEE 
ON  GEOGRAPHICAL  NAMES 

This  meeting  was  held  in  1966  in  Victoria,  B.C.  and  the  Secretary 
attended.  Among  the  important  items  discussed  was  the  question  of  change 
of  military  post  offices  —  as  a  result  of  unification  of  the  Canadian  Forces. 
For  example  R.C.A.F.  Station  Penhold  becomes  Mynarski  Park  and  R.C.A.F. 
Station  Cold  Lake  becomes  Medley.  The  committee  unanimously  agreed 
that  the  guiding  principles  be  improved  by  the  addition  of  a  sentence  to 
explanatory  note  following  principle  3  as  follows:  "established  names  which 
have  proved  acceptable  and  satisfactory  should  not  be  changed  or  altered." 
The  committee  endorsed  proposals  for  a  significant  feature  being  named  in 
honour  of  the  late  General  A.  G.  L.  McNaughton;  this  was  to  be  announced 
at  the  1967  meeting.  It  was  also  noted  at  this  meeting  that  a  feature  had  been 
named  afer  the  late  Professor  M.  H.  Long  first  chairman  of  the  Geographic 
Board  of  Alberta;  this  is  dealt  with  separately  in  this  report.  The  Canadian 
Permanent  Committee  office  continues  to  prepare  and  forward  supplements 
summarizing  all  the  name  changes  by  province.  These  additions  have  been 
very  useful  and  almost  take  the  place  of  the  supplement  prepared  by  the 
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Alberta  Geographic  Board  for  the  last  seven  years  and  makes  the  preparation 
of  the  Alberta  Supplement  even  later  than  previously.  However  it  is  antici¬ 
pated  that  the  supplement  will  be  prepared  for  1965  to  enable  recipients  to 
keep  their  gazetteers  up  to  date. 

NEW  PLACE  NAMES 

In  October  a  feature  was  named  for  the  late  Professor  M.  H.  Long 
first  chairman  of  the  Geographic  Board  of  Alberta.  This  feature  to  be  known 
as  Mount  Morden  Long  is  i  nthe  Winston  Churchill  Range  and  rises  to  an  alti¬ 
tude  of  between  9,500  and  10,000  feet.  It  is  visible  from  the  aJsper-Banff 
Highway.  The  Board  felt,  as  did  the  Canadian  Permanent  Committee  that  such 
a  feature  should  be  named  to  honour  Professor  Long  as  he  not  only  did  much 
for  the  naming  of  geographic  features  in  Alberta  but  was  instrumental  in 
making  the  history  of  Canada  known  to  many  people. 

THE  GAZETTEER  OF  ALBERTA 

It  is  hoped  that  a  similar  supplement  to  the  Gazetteer  will  be  pre¬ 
pared  and  published  to  cover  the  year  1965  although  as  has  been  previously 
intimated  the  Canadian  Permanent  Committee  office  in  Ottawa  has  been 
preparing  the  Supplement  covering  all  of  Canada  and  issuing  these  half 
yearly.  The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  Surveys  Branch  for  preparing  supple¬ 
ments  in  the  past  and  their  aid  in  checking  maps  —  particularly  Mr.  W. 
Bogdan,  Cartographer.
